New French War Tanks 


Small Size and High Speed Make|Balloon Defences of Open Towns 


Them, More Difficult Targets 


An important part was played by 
the French in the battle between the 
Aisne and Villers-Cotterets, last week 
by new small tanks which were used 
for the first time and engaged a 
considerable force. They are almost 
a aeeter the size and weight of the 
ordinary battle tank and carry a crew 
of two men, ore of which steers and 
the other operates the machine gun. 

The new tanks are much faster 
than the ordinary tanks, and can 
climb a slope which the latter could 
not attempt, and can swing round in 
their tracks in a few seconds. Their 
small size and high speed naturally 
make them more difficult targets 
for the enemy's artillery than the 
heavy tanks,

Bagdad is Now 
Hive of Humanity 


Allied Rule Has Transformed the 
Former Turkish Metropolis 


The British official press corres- 
pondent with the British army in 
Mesopotamia sends the following 
despatch: 


“The Turk has been dissipated on 
all three fronts during the past year. 
Meanwhile peace has reigned in the 
city of Bagdad, and the amenities of 
life have been multiplying for the 
army and for the civil population. 

“Bagdad was dead, to all appear- 
ances, when the British army enter- 
ed on March 11 last year. Now it 
is a bustling hive of humanity. 
Thousands of workmen pass through 
the streets early and late. The main 
street is paved and lighted. There 
is a constant stream of traffic, and 
the sleepiest old women who haunt 
the strects haye became adept at 
dodging the American motor cars 
which rush through the streets. 

“A police force and a fire depart- 
ment have been organized. The old- 
fashioned oil lamps in the streets 
have been replaced by eletcric 
lights. The water supply has been 
improved and extended. Mosques 
have been repaired, roads have been 
paved, and sehools, including a 
training school for native teachers, 
have been opened.

“The streets are now well watered 
in dry weather, and sanitary Officials 
have penetrated the most hidden cor- 
ners of the city. The municipal gov- 
ernment has been made self-support- 
ing.* Two bridges have been thrown 
across the Tigris river. These are

Paper Horseshoes 


’ 
‘Parchment Paper Cut Out and Built 
to a Suitable Thickness 


| A European inventor proposes to 
|make a paper horseshoe that for 
general purposes, shall be the equal 
of the steel horseshoe, in the follow- 
ing way: Parchment paper is cut out 
{in thickness by the use of a mixture 
of turpentine, Spanish white shellac 
and linseed oil treated with litharge, 
and the whole is placed under the 
hydraulic press. This produces very 
light and uniform pieces, and it is 
an easy matter to stamp out the nail 
holes and ‘grooves, Instead of nailing 
to the horse's hoof, they can be ap- 
plied with an adhesive composition 
whose principal part is a solution of 
rubber in bisuphide of carbon, Paper 
paste could also be moulded into the 
shape of a horseshoe by ‘use of the 
press, but the result is not as good 
as with the above. In actual use it 
has been found that the shoe does 
not hald well on the ground, ip sur- 
face being too even, .

The Principal Inhabitants are Geor- 
gians and Armenians 


Tiflis, reported occupied by the 
Germans, is the capital of the gov- 
ernment of Russian Caucasia, pic- 
turesquely situated at the foot. of 
some of the loftiest peaks of the 
Caucasian Range, on both banks of 
the River Kura, 300 ft. above the 


Black Sea. It is a commercial centre, ! 


exporting silk, carpets, cotton, boots, 
silver ornaments in filigree and 
enamel work, and wines, Agriculture 
is conducted in the lowlands and on 
the mountain slopes. \ Copper ore is 
worked and extracted. The principal 
inhabitants are Georgians and Arme- 
nians, and there had been a German 
colony there since 1818, which was 
founded by religious refugees froin 
Wurtemberg. It consists of a mod- 
ern Russian town, containing — the 
palace of the governor-general of the 
Caucasus, a museum and botanical 
gardens, a Hall of Fame, a cathedral 


of the Catholic Greek Church and 
other ecclesiastical buildings, | some 
of great antiquity.

an opera house and many modern 


stores. There is also an old dirty 
Persian quarter and _the German 
colony. The population numbers 


something over 327,000 souls, 

Some of the artisans are renowned 
as silversmiths, gunsmiths and sword 
makers, The city dates back to 379 
A.D. In 570 the Persian took posses- 
sion of the place and made it the res- 
idence of their rulers but retained it 
for ten years only, For many cen- 
turies it was the victim of predator 
neighbors, In 1795, when the Shah 
of Persia plundered Tiflis, Russia 
sent troops ta its protection and the 
Russian occupation became perma- 
nent in 1799.

What Medical Science Has Done 


By Lieut. R. 8S. M. STURGES 


(Author of ‘‘ On the Remainder of Our 
Front!’’) 


To say that in way the microbe is more 
deadly that the bullet isa truism, a plat- 
itude which will not bear repitition. The 
conditions of active service are ideal for 
the propagation of every kind of disease 
in its most virulent form. Large numbers 
of men are collected together in confined 
spaces; all kinds of hygienic and sanitary 
accommodation are necessarily of ah im- 
provised natvre ; microbes find a fertile 
breeding ground, and men exhausted, 
wet and cold have not the power to resist 
their attacks. In fact, in war there are 
two enemies to be reckoned with; the 
one is human and fights openly, the other 
is the microbe which attacks insidiously 
and in secret. Of these the latter is the 
more dangerous, in that its defeat is es- 
sential to victory over the former 

It is only necessary to turn back the 
pages of history to see how the defeat of 
en army may be brought about by disease. 
It was the great plague at Athens—to take 
a classic example—which delivered the 
Athenian Empire into the handsof Sparta; 
again in more modern times the invasion 
of Russia by Napoleon the Great, was 
mainly defeated by spotted typhus,

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three years earlier, in which only seven 
died on the battleficld, whereas disease 
accounted for no less than 5,600. 

Later British campaigns in various 
outlandish places have produced figures 
almost as bad. I will give but one instance ; 
in Afghanistan, between 1878 and 1880, 
1,122 British troops died of disease and 
only 161 from wounds, while the number 
of troops admitted to hospital during that 
time was nearly three times as great as 
the average etrength at one time of the 
British foroes engaged in that campaign. 


DEATH RATE DOUBLE 
THAT OF WOUNDS 


The statistics of the South African war 
are more intesesting, as being of more 
recent date and the procuct of a much 
larger campaign, in South Africa between 
1899 and 1902 the average strength of the 
British army was 208,226; the number 
admitted to hospital for wounds was 
21,292, as against 404,126 admitted for 
disease. Of the deaths that occurred in 
the war 14,024 were caused by sickness 
and only 6,956 by wounds received in 
action, 

It will be seen therefore that prior to 
the present war the death rate from dis- 
ease was never less than double that 
caused by weapons of war. 

Now turn to the statistics of the present 
war so faras it concerns the British losses. 
It has been calculated that in this war, 
for every 10 men killed in action, only 
one man has died of disease; This amaz- 
ing revolution has been brought about by 
the tremendous advance that has been 
made in sanitation, hygiene and the like; 
an advance, which is directly attributable 
to the was. The war has brought these 
matters to the front and has directed to 
them the attention of the greatest brains 
of theday. The result is truly remark- 
able. 

But that is not all. The war has also 
been the cause of a great advance in the ° 
science of surgery, which has enabled 
thousands of lives to be saved. In former 
days it was reckoned that an average of 
50 per cent of men wounded in battle 
ultimately succumbed to their wounds, 
To-day, in spite of the fact that over 80 
per cent of the wounds are cafised by 
shells with all the accompanying horrors 
of laceration and infection, of those men 
who reach the field hospitals alive, no 
less than 80 per cent recover, 


GREAT PROGRESS 
IN SAVING LIFE 


A realization of these facts throws a 
new light onto the nature of modern war. 
War is always considered as a dealer of 
death, never as a saviour of life; it is 
credited with the introduction of mani- 
fold weapons of destruction, never with 
the discovery of means of preservation. 
In face of the long casualty lists, the great 
progress that is being made in the saving 
of human lives is forgotten ; but it deserves 
recognition. Modern war has developed 
the art of killing it is true ; the number 
of deaths inflicted in action in this war in 
proportion to the number of troops en- 
gaged is greater than ever it has been be- 
fore. But the art of healing and of pre- 
venting disease has developet far more 
than the art of killing. The death rate 
from disease has been reduced beyond all 
knowledge, so that, in spite of the in- 
creased death rate from wounds, in spite 
of the long casualty lists, in spite of the 
engines of death which increase in number 
and in power from day to day, tho net 
death rate in this war in proportion to 
the numbers engaged is the lowest ever 
recorded. At the beginning of this year 
it was calculated that the death rate from 
all causes in the British army since the 
beginning of the war is but three per cent 
per annum of the British forces serving 
with the colours in all parts of the world. 

At the beginning of this article I said 
that to refer to the microbe as deadlier 
than the bullet in war was a truism ; 1 
was wrong. Of other times and of other 
places it is true enough no doubt, but on 
the British front to-day it has been proved 
to he entitely and completely false.

“They are at this hour being used 
to massacre our boys and our allies 
from Ypres to Verdun—thanks to 
the Anti-saloon League and its press 
influence. ; 

“The people of the United States 
are suffering today from their latest 
dose of preacher-control of the coun-

“We are reaping the fruit of 
Bryan's Anti-saloon League pacifist 
efforts. 

“The lesson is a bitter and an ex- 
pensive one in blood and treasure. 

“But history records no other out- 
come when a people allows itself to 
be shackled with the manacles of 
clerical and fanatical domination.” 

The lesson for the United States 
and Canada is obvious. If the aboli- 
tion of vodka brought about the col- 
lapse of Russia, what will the prohi- 
bition of whiskey not do to these 
western democracies?

Austen Chamberlain, former secre- 
tary of state for India, speaking at 
a meeting of the.

“What have they done with my 
Russia?_ It is necessary to be a fan- 
atic or a paid agent to be able seri- 
ously to maintain that the interna- 
tional proletariat would help us, 
Only. criminals and lunatics could 
base a political computation upon 
such support when Lenin and 
coadjutors entirely destroyed Rds- 
sia’s former means and power. The 
Germans lifted the mailed fist, and 
Lenine instantly gave way but others 
commenced howling about the 
necessity to defend the Fatherland, 
not only my Russia, but the newlyz 
invented Fatherland. Who can be- 
lieve the men who destroyed the 
army and declared that the idea of 
Fatherland is a prejudice?? Who can 
believe that they would defend Rus- 
sia? They are impotent. Nor do I 
believe that they are sincere. The 
Soviet admitted that the declaration 
of Lenine was right that we Russians 
ought to put up with the loss of 
Finland, Esthonia, Livonia, Cour- 
land, White Russia, Lithuania, Uk- 
raine, and part of the Caucasus dis- 
tricts. The rights of Russia exist no 
longer. 

“The Bolshevists have served Ger- 
many and serve Germany still, It is 
no secret that Russia is covered with 
a@ net of German organizations, and 
that the Russians who are wishing 
for the restoration of the monarchy 
are working hand in hand with the 
Germans, It is no secret that man 
Russians dream of the day on whi 
the Germans will enter Petrograd 
and German policemen appear in the 
Nevsky Prospekt. They prefer the 
devil himself to the Bolshevists, 
bh yd have they done with my Rus- 
sia 

“The Bolshevists are our national . 
misfortune, but Russia must be sav- 
ed, not by our enemies, not by Ger- 
man bayonets, but by ourselves. We 
Russians must again be masters of 
Russia. It must never be said that 
we are weak without the imperial as- 
sistance of William and are u to 
organize a state, It was not to ch 
this goal that we sacrificed streams 
of Russian blood throughout three 
years, nor was it in ores to follow 
the program of the Bolshevists or to 
stretch out our hands towards the 
enemy. As sure as it is treason 
against Russia to compromise with 
the Bolshevists, so sure is the agree- 
mgnt with Germany under which we 
are now living worse treason against 
Russia, We must»not forget that 
the Russian nation does not die 
Sooner or later it will dawn upon the 
people of Russia what my Russia 
ought to be, and the treason will 
never be pardoned. It is an aberra- 
tion to believe that Nicholas. will be 
able to return, But when will my 
Russia stand forth again vigorous 
and free? I only know one thing.

Crime is Rife 
In | Germany 


Socialist Member of Reichstag 
Draws Lurid Picture of Pub- 
lic Morality 


The following is a picture of social 
conditions in Prussia as presented 
during the debate on June 18 on 
the budget of the minister of the 
interior in theéhouse of deputies by 
the Socialist member, Braun: 

“We are face to face with a ter- 
rible condition of public morality. 
We hear of numberless cases of 
thefts on railroads, and alarming 
juvenile criminality. According to 
official statistics, between October, 
1916, and November, 1917, there 
were 487,726 convictions for infrac- 
tions of the food regulations, and 


these were only a small percentage 
of the actual trangressions com- 
mitted. 


“As for that, we are all sinners. 
Profiteering exceeds all bound; usury 
is rampant among all classes. 
Fraudulent profiteering, like that of 
the Daimler works, is nowise excep- 
tional. Even official bodies attempt 
to extort illegal profits. Poor people 
can only buy clothes at the official 
clothing department by bribing the 
salesmen with tips or food. 

“The increase of criminality 
demonstrates the  demoralization 
through the war, which is described 
by fools as a_ rejuvenating bath. 
Self-sacrifice and patriotism, per- 
haps, are still found in the trenches, 
but in the invaded regions profitcer- 
ing begins to rear its head, culmin- 
ating in the most repulsive profit- 
snatching at home. 

“Everybody cheats, steals, grabs, 
from jail-bird to court chamberlain, 
who cheats the needy home worker 
out of his scanty earnings and 
pockets millions. And the longer 
the war lasts the worse it becomes. 

“Added to this is the Fatherland 
party’s wild war-baiting propaganda 
and refusal of equal suffrage. hat 
wonder that popular exasperation 
burst -forth in a big strike in Jan- 
wary!” 

Herr Braun further pilloried the 
nefarious activities of police and in- 
formers, and the hateful, hypocrit- 
ical censorship. The prohibition of 
the acknowledgment of gifts by 
soldiers to the Socialistic funds, he 
said, was ordered for the purpose of 
withholding from public knowledge 
the magnitude of the demand in the 
army for peace and equal suffrage. 

He further mercilessly indicted 
the systematic discrimination against 
the Socialistic press, while the Fath- 
erland party and annexationists with 
impunity raised the accusation of 
bribery with Anglo-American money 
against those favoring peace by ne- 
gotiation. He finally gave a number 
of instances of arbitrary suppression 
of political meetings which were un- 
welcome to the military commanders, 
ail of which caused the gravest bit- 
terness among the people. 

The minister of the interior, Dr. 
Drews, answered vaguely that he 
‘was not responsible for the censor- 
ship or the other matters complain- 
ed of, which were under the jurisdic- 
tion of the military authorities. 

The Socialist newspaper, Vor- 
waerts, devotes a long editorial to 
the foregoing in which it says: 

“Dr, Drews’ unsatisfactory answer 
is tantamount to a confession of the 
impotence of the civil government. 
In fact there is no responsible civil 

overnment in Prussia today. It 

emonstrates the necessity of the ab- 

olition of the state of siege in the 
country, for which there is no legal 
jurisdiction whatever. The necessity 
of a responsible government is shown 
seaaintiy by the fate of suffrage re- 
orm, which has been dragged from 
reading to reading, without the gov- 
ernment intervening, with the imme- 
diate dissolution of the house.” 


Shipbuilding in Canada 


Fleet of Vessels Will Be Completed 
This Fall 


Before the close 6f the year it is 
anticipated that the greater number 
of 46 vessels now being constructed 
by the imperial munitions board on 
the Pacific and Atlantic will be ready 
for launching, The first will have her 
trial trip at Vancouver, and the 
whole fleet will practically be com- 

leted by September. On the Pacific 
,, vessels are being built, and on the 
Atlantic 19, They are of 3,100 tons 
each. 

The manufacture of machinery for 
the vessels is being speeded up and 
it is expected that the greater part 
of it will be installed by the year's 
end. 

At the completion .of these con- 
tracts the imperial munitions board 
will go out of the shipbuilding busi- 
ness and the government will there- 
after carry on the industry as a 
national enterprise.

Real German Life 


Germans are Brutes to Their Own 
Wounded 


Here is a bit of real German life, 
contributed by the Countess Olga 
Leutrum, lady in waiting to an Aus- 
trian Archduchess, widow of a Ger- 
man Count who drank himself to 
death, by. birth daughter of a Hun- 
garian baron and a Russian mother. 

She was returning to Russia in a 
sleeping car she had been enabled to 
secure for her own private use when 
the experience befell her: 

“Just as I was settling down to 
sleep someone tapped at the door. | 
On opening it I saw a young soldier 
leaning on a pair of crutches,  evi- 
dently scarcely able to stand, his 
right side bulging withwbandages, and 
reeking with iodoform, who said, 
‘Madame, unless you take me in and 
let me sit down a minute, I must 
pass the night lying in the corridor, 
for I cannot stand any longer.’ 
asked him to come in, and how it 
was there was no room for a wound- 
ed soldier in a none too crowded 
train. ‘Oh, there is room enough,’ 
said the boy, ‘but not in the third 
class.’ 

“‘But what does that matter,’ I 
asked, bewildered. ‘Madame, you 
don’t know Germany, if you ask that. 
I’m the son of people from D—, 
uite well off. When the war was 
eclared I volunteered at once. From 
that instant I became a common sol- 
dier, such as I am today. As such I 
have the right to travel in third class 
only. Since I am -wounded, I am 
badly handicapped in a struggle for 
places, The third class is as full as 
an egg. I tried the second class. 
That is full of officers, their wives 
and orderlies. I dragged myself as 
far as .the first class, as you see. 
Here many of the compartments are 
half empty, three or four officers with 
their ladies in one of them. I asked 
everywhere if they would let me sit 
down and rest for a while, but they 
all refused, telling me my .place was 
in the third class, and I was to get 


— 


there and quickly at that. As if 
ever could move quickly again!’ 
“Of course I took him into my 


sleeper, made him lie down, and sol- 
aced him with eau de cologne and 
cushions. 

“Presently the German guard ap- 
peared, and seeing the wounded boy 
comfortably extended, yelled at him, 
‘Hinaus’ (out with you); don’t you 
know that the place for a Gemeiner 
(common soldier) is in the third 
class? You are the same individual 
who pestered all the Herren Offiziere 
whining that they should take you 
in, and now you force yourself in 
here, to pester this lady! Hinaus 
with you I say, and fast, or I will 
lend you legs.’ 

“ ‘Schweigen Sie’ (be silent) I said, 
‘cannot you see that this man is ill, 
and badly wounded? If I clioose to 
take him. in, it seems to me that 
it is nobody else’s business, consid- 
me I reserved this berth,’” 

‘Nobody but a German official 
would have answered as follows: ‘It 
is true it is none of my business if 
a lady wishes to sleep with a com- 
mon soldier, but you cannot pay, for 
his fare first-class,—as it is entirely 
against every order and regulation 
that he should be here at alll’ 

“This incredible insolence and bru- 
tality I met by producing my mili- 
tary pass and five marks, advising 
the guard to take the money and de- 
part, or I would report him to the 
highest military authority travelling 
on the train. I suppose I looked un- 
pleasantly determined, for the brute 
crumpled up at once, extending a 
filthy hand for the bribe, and mur- 
muring abject excuses for ‘only obey- 
ing orders.’ 

“Such are the Germans. _ If they 
treat their own wounded in this 
fashion, how can we be surprised at 
anything they do to our wounded?”

House, names and places that were 
familiar in the days of the early fur 
trade, It is believed that there are 
native resources of great value in 
these sections of northern Saskatche- 
wan, particularly in the way of min- 
erals, and complete information 
about their industrial possibilities 
will be prnered in the course of the 
summer's trip, Mr. Kitto made a 
similar survey of the Peace River 
district last year, and has also cov- 
ered New Manitoba, and reports o 
both are to be published shortly by 
the department in pamphlet form.

Used Can Opener 


War-Time Clothes 


Upon Stray Mine Problems of What to Wear Solved 


Farmer Took It For a New Kind 
of Boiler 


A miraculous story of how a 
South African farmer, finding an’ un- 
exploded mine on the, seashore, 
Pho it with a can opener, set 
afire the charge of explosive it con- 
tained, and lived to tell the tale has 


Peis received by the British admir- 
alty. 

The farmer was walking along the 
beach with his son when he found 
the mine, He took it for a new kind 
of boiler used in wireless telegraphy, 
and proceeded to investigate it with 
all the curiosity of a child. 

With a can opener he pried open 
the primer of the mine. Then he 
took a hammer and a chisel and 
knocked off the “horns.” After un- 
screwing a brass cap and some pul- 
ley wheels, the two rolled the mine 
into the sea, filled it with water and 
screwed back the brass cap. 

As they lifted the mine into their 
cart to take it home, a substance re- 
sembling brown tar trickled out. 
They didn’t know it, but it was “T. 
N.T.,” trinitrotoluene, a most deadly 
explosive, which had been softened 
by the sun, 

They lighted the substance with a 
match “to see if it was tar.” The re- 
sult so frightened them that they lit 
out for home. The flames rose 200 
feet, so badly scaring the inhabitants 
of the coast that many of them fled 
to ‘the woods. 

The frightened farmer ran to a 
constable and brought the officer 
back to see the sight. The constable 
didn’t know what the thing was, 
either, so he rolled it into some 
weeds and notified a British warship 
in the harbor. Not until an officer 
arrived from the ship was it known 
that the mysterious article was a 
mine. 

Naval officers are at loss to under- 
stand why the Boer farmer was not 
blown to pieces. 


American Works in France 


Port, Supply Bases and Railroads 
Make One of Conflict’s Great- 
est Achievements 


What the American forces have 
accomplished in France during _ the 
first eleven months of their partici- 
pation in the war is described in an 
authorized despatch from a _ corres- 
pondent of The London Times. The 
Americans, the writer says, are rap- 
idly completing the longest and 
greatest scheme -of communication 
ever used in warfare. 

“After a fortnight of solid travel,” 
he continues, “I am convinced that 
what the Americans have accom- 
plished will rank in history as one 
of the greatest achievements of the 
war. For instance, out of the waste 
lands adjacent to an old French port 
they have constructed a splendid line 
of modern docks, where ships now 
arrive daily, discharging men, war 
material, cars and machinery. A 
huge new warehouse system at this 
point is nearly completion, in addi- 
tion to motor parks, cold storage 
plants and railway yards with tracks 
aggregating 200 miles in length. In 
the car assembling shops steel cars 
are being put together at the rate of 
a complete train each day. 

“Work is proceeding rapidly on a 
new 20,000-bed hospital, the largest 
yet to be constructed, There are also 
an immense artillery camp and a 
remount camp, where I saw several 
thousand horses. 

“These port schemes are being so 
well worked out that they are cap- 
able of almost unlimited expansion, 
which will be most valuable in pool- 
ing the allied effort, for the Ameri- 
can base ports may -easily become 
the main reserve centres for distrib- 
uting supplies to rail heads  every- 
where on the front. The conditions 
were the same along the hundreds of 
miles of American communications I 
visited.” : 

In an acompanying editorial The 
London Times says: “The German 
knows his dogm is drawing near. He 
is well aware of what the interven- 
tion of America means for him. 
When American preparations in 
France are complete the superiority 
of numbers, the enemy's only advan- 
tage in the field, will be gone and 
the world will be in sight of a real 
peace.”

Three Canadian ex-soldiers, who 
were blinded overseas in the service 
of the empire, received thir diplomas 
from McGill university as having 
successfully passed the examination 
in massage. These men are now 
qualified to practice massage  pro- 
fessionally. _ They are Pte. Peter 
Donaldson, 114 Prudent street, Fort 
William; Pte. L. B. Hopkins, Stave- 
ley, Alta., and Pte. J. E. Sterling, 
Maitland, N. S. : 

The course of training through 
which these men have passed during 
the past year was given at the Hali- 
fax School for the Blind, where they 
were placed by the vocational branch 
of the department of soldiers civil 
re-establishment. 

“It is of interest to note,” stated 
Mr. W. E. Segsworth, administrator 
of the vocational branch, “that be- 
fore the war Donaldson was a clerk, 
Hopkins a station agent, and Sterling 
was a train conductor The success 
which the department has had in fit- 
ting these men for a new occupation 
where their war disability is no hand- 
icap, is typical of the purpose and 
aims of the government in dealing 
with disabled men. I may say that 
although these men have graduated 
and are now qualified to practice, we 
are going to give them a further 
post-graduate course at the large 
hospitals in Montreal, because it is 
our intention in the case of blinded 
men to spare no effort to insure 
their success in life. 

“It was during the course of their 
training ‘that the Halifax disaster 
occurred and over 1,600 treatments 
to victims of that disaster were ad- 
ministered to by Donaldson, Hop- 
kins and Sterling. Many of the peo- 
ple treated owe the present use of 
their limbs to their efficiency.”

People of towns ~ will 
have to organize their affairs so as 
to get out on the farms when the 
time comes, Otherwise the harvest 
will be. only partially saved and ev- 
ery gtain of foodstuffs will be want- 
ed. The acreage in C:mada. is the 
highest ever recorded.

Wasting straw or hay when any- 
one is in such need of it is unpard- 
onable. Baling at stacking time will 
not only eliminate all possible waste 
but will decrease the room necessary 
for its storage. 

Stems of hay are hollow evaporat- 
ing tubes thrqugh which more or 
less of the appetizing ingredients are 
lost. Just as the cut wheat stubble 
represents so many little chimneys 
for the evaporating of moisture from 
the ground, so the hollow tubes of 
the hay stems to a degree increase 
the evaporation leaving the stalk and 
leaves dry, pithy and tasfeless. That 
is why hay baled at stacking time {s 
eaten by the stock with so much 
more relish than hay taken from the 
stack.—Successful Farming.

Simultancously strect 
lighting everywhere ought to be 
stopped during the summer. 

“When we all put) our clocks an 
hour forward a few weeks ago none 
of use realized it the next day. None 
of us would be inconvenienced by 


this further change; it would be even 
less troublesome than the monthly 
change of lighting-up and _ blind- 


drawing time; and, indeed, a monthly 
adjustment of daylight saving hours 
would have much to recommend it. 

“Another hour. of daylight saving 
would mean that in the vast major- 
ity of homes no artificial light would 
be needed in .the summer months.

In purely agricultural dis- 
tricts it would involve no great 
scheming for the village post office, 
inn, and shops to adopt their hours 
to local needs,

rary. Man, like the beasts and birds, 
was intended to sleep in the darkest 
hours, not in the hours of sunlight.

Frogs Assisted Enemy | Nasty Throat Droppings 


Crown Prince Tells Strange Story to 
the Kaiser 


Karl Rosner, a newspaper corres- 
pondent who is frequently termed 
the German empcror’s press agent, 
describes in the Lokal Anzeiger a 
conversation which he says took 
place between Emperor William and 
the German Crown Prince, in which 


the son told his father a_ story of 
the “frogs at the battle of the 
Chemin des Dames.” 

The story was told, says Rosner, 
as the father and son stood on a 


hill in the battle sector of the army 
group of General von Francois on 
June 3. The Crown Prince said: 

“It was when the Germans were 
preparing to storm the Chemin des 
Dames. The frogs which were 
found in millions in the marshy 
Ailette river region, croaked in such 
a deafening fashion that they  en- 
abled the Garmens to bring up  bat- 
terics, ammunition and columns 
without discovery, and when the at- 
tack actually was launched the 
deafening concert of the frogs pre- 
vented the enemy from .« discovering 
the position of the German machine 
runs.” 

In the course of the same conver- 
sation Rosner says the emperor de- 
scribed the occasion at the begin- 
ning of last year, when he was ask- 
ed to give permission for the blow- 
ing up-of the famous French castle 
at Coucy-le-Chateau, near St. Quen- 
tin. He said he hesitated until his 
military advisers pointed out that, 
in the. hands of the enemy, the tow- 
ers of the castle might menace the 
lives of hundreds of German sol- 
diers. The emperor then remarked: 

“Would the French act differently 
in our country? The protection of 
soldicrs is the supreme law of the 
commander, and no. edifice ought 
to be spared when.it is a question of 
preserving from danger and. death 
the men’ who are fighting for the 
Fatherland.”

English Channel _ 
Tunnel Scheme 


International Sac encge erg Confer- 
ence Favors Project 


Strong support for 
Channel tunnel scheme 
French and Italian delegates was 
voiced at the International Parlia- 
mentary Conference held in London. 
A resolution in favor of constructing 
the tunel was carried unanimously. 

It was estimated by the sponsors 
of the resolution that the passenger 
traffic from France alone would be 
3,000,000 persons annually instead 
of the 100,000 that travelled by 
steamer before the war. The prob- 
able passenger and freight traffic 
between Great Britain and the con- 
tinent was figured at, a profit of 
£1,118,000, or 7 per cent. on the tun; 
nel company’s capital of £16,000,000, 
The tunnel, which should be com- 
pleted within five years of its com- 
mencement, would be worked, ven- 
tilated and pumped by electricity 
supplied from a power station in 
Kent, possibly ten miles or more in- 
land. It was suggested that the tun- 
nel should be maintained- under the 
authority of the war office, and a 
dip in the level of the rails forming 
a water lock, by which the tunnel 
could, in case of emergency, be 
flooded from floor to roof for a mile, 
would be under ‘the control of the

commandants at Dover Castle and 
the neighboring forts.

submarines, depth bombs or’ mines, 
the tunnel would be protected by a 
covering of the chalk bed of the 
Channel of a minimum thickness of 
100 feet.
